Washington, May 9.—By a vote of 
191 to 171, the house rejected the 
compromise conference report on the 
immigration bill after a day of heated 
debate. 

This constitutes rejection of the 
rompromise on Japanese exclusion 
forced by President Coolidge and Sec- 
retary of State Hughes, which was 
designed to prevent affront to Japan 
hy deferring until March J, 1925, the 
operation of the legislative exclusion 
clause, giving the administration time 
‘in the interim to negotiate a treaty 
with Japan. 

Twenty-three republicans voted to 
recommit, 11 democrats voted against 
recommital, and Represeatatives Ber- 
ger, of Wisconsin; Kvale, of Minne- 
sota, and Wefald, of Minnesota, the 
t':ree independents in the house, voted 
against acceptance of the conferees’ 
report. 

Coolidge Wanted March 1. 

The provision, recommended by the 
conferees on pressure from Coolidge, 
advanced the date when the exclusion 
becomes effective to March 1, next 
year, so that a treaty might be drawn 
up with Japan. Coolidge wanted the 
date set at March J, 1926, but the 
conferees compromised on the earlier 


date.

This world-famous detective, 
brought here by his friend, Harry M. 
Daugherty, shortly after Harding en- 
tered the white house, has been the 
center of constant controversy and the 
target of bitter: criticism from labor 
and progressive members of congress. 
It was expected that when Daugherty 
resigned, Burns would follow him. 

Burns quit on the ground of ill 
health, explaining that he has suffered 
from neuritis for some time and only 
remained on at the request of Daugh- 
erty, and then after Stone came in, 
to give the new attorney general time 
to become familiar with department 
business. Stone accepted the resigna- 
tion effective immediately as Burns 
had requested. 

Attracted Much Attention. 

Burns has attracted periodical at- 
tention by his sensatidral raids on 
radicals, his warnings of May day up- 
risings, his several arrests in the 
Wall street explosion case, which fail- 
ed to produce conyineing evidence, his 
alleged espionage of members of con- 
gress hostile to Daugherty, his em- 
ployment of Gaston B. Means and 
the latter’s various exploits, which 
have been investigated recently by the

He admitted one of hia men has 
shadowed Gaston B. Means since the 
Wheeler investigation began, but de- 
nied this had any connection with the 
alleged disappearance of Means’ 
diaries containing his sensational ‘rec- 
ords.

Burns revealed that the new attor- 
ney general had dismissed a dozen or 
more dollar-a-year secret agents who 
had been appointed under the Daugh- 
erty regime. Ned McLean and Fred 
Upham, treasurer of the republican 
national committee, were among these 
volunteer secret agents who were de- 
fended by Burns during a previous 
appearance before the senate investi- 
gations. 

During the Teapot Dome investiga- 
tion of the famous fruit code messages 
sent to Ned MeLean at Palm Beach, 
Burns admitted McLean possessed 
and used a department of justice 
secret code book. 

At the white house. it was said 
President Coolidge did not know of 
the resignation until he read the aft- 
ernoon newspapers.
